The absence of Judge Henry V. Johnson from the state 
has caused the Association the loss of Ms very valuable assist- 
ance. The interest which he took in the work and his gener- 
ous services toward helping in it were of real worth and were 
fully appreciated by those associated with him. 

The work of the Association, during the past two years, 
has gone along quite satisfactorily, when all conditions are 
taken into consideration. During that time, 889 ex-prisoners 
were assisted, an increase of 322, or over 50 per cent, over the 
previous biennial period. This very gratifying result, how- 
ever, was only possible through the careful, earnest labor of 
our very competent officials. No organization anywhere ie more 
favored in this respect than is the Colorado Prison Association. 

As General Secretary, Mr. Collett continued his most val- 
uable services actively until November 7, 1909, when the Asso- 
ciated Charities of Denver demanded his taking charge of the 
important work of that organiaation. However, that does not 
mean that we have completely lost his splendid assistance; in- 
stead, he still favors our organization as General Secretary, 
but without pay; and he devotes much time, thought and labor 
to the work. He continues his lectures at the state institu- 
tions, and throughout the state generally, in the effort to have 
the people more clearly comprehend the need for the Associa- 
tion, and a better understanding of the important questions it 
has to meet and solve. 

In 1909 Mr, and Mrs. Collett attended the National Prison 
Congress at Seattle. Later, in company with other delegates, 
they visited San Quentin penitentiary and the city and county 
jails of Los Angeles; also the Annual Encampment on Catalina 
Island, of the girls from the State Industrial School at Whittier. 
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COLORADO PRISON 

Mr. J. E. Wood, assiatant to the General Secretary, has had 
much trainiog for the wort. For fourteen years he was a vol- 
untary worker in the territorial prison of New Mexico. He 
virtually acted as Protestant chaplain of the penitentiary. He 
conducted religious services and a day school. He also assisted 
discharged and paroled prisonera in securing employment, and 
took such general interest in the welfare of the prisoners and 
ex-prisoners that his services were very valuable. Because of 
that interest and experience, he was called to his present posi- 
tion. 

Mrs. Collett, who has spent years actively in the great work 
with her husband, continues with us, and never loses an oppor- 
tunity to further the work and help some helpless fellow-being 
back to courage and usefulness to both himself and the com- 
munity. Laboring without thought of self or limit of time, 
striving earnestly for the good of all concerned — a moat de- 
voted woman to a deserving cauae,- 

Rev, B. A, Hoffman, who has so faithfully filled the posi- 
tion of Field Secretary, with headquarters at Pueblo, the past 
four and one-half years, will soon leave the State, because of 
the ill health of a daughter; and the Association will thereby 
lose a good official. 

Rev. Walter H. Fawcett was for a number of years an un- 
usually successful promoter of commercial enterprises. His 
experience as a clergyman during the last ten years has 
been equally gratifying. In his work aa Field Secretary, the 
past four months, he has made a very favorable impression as a 
public speaker, in the presentation of the cause before church 
congregations and other gatherings. As a "chalk talker" he is 
giving brief addresses in the public schools which are highly 
appreciated by the teachers as well as the pupils. His practi- 
cal work in handling discharged and paroled prisoners is win- 
ning the support of prominent men and women. With head- 
quarters at Colorado Springs, he will continue hia work as Field 
Secretary. 

Do not fail to read carefully the General Secretary's de- 
tailed statement of the work accomplished during the past two 
years — a most interesting statement, that shows clearly what 
splendid work is being carried on by the Association through its 
devoted officials. Note especially that what has been done has 
been along the most sane and practical lines toward helping the 
needy and at the same time helping society as well; for, be it 
understood, that while primarily it is a work of charity and hu- 
manitarianism, nevertheless it is also an important factor in the 
work of police regulation and the prevention of crime. Every 
aid in the right direction to a discharged or paroled prisoner 
goes toward lessening the need of police action. In fact, the 
work is so essentially for the public welfare that the whole ex- 
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pense of carrying on the work might justly come from the pub- 
lic treasary. 

We (ear that the work of the Association is not fully un- 
derstood and appreciated by the pnblic generally. On the one 
hand we have the gushy sentimentalist, who thinks the convict, 
in pri;son or out, deserves just a little better treatment than the 
right-living man. He would have the work so carried on that 
public sentiment would soon become so antagonistic as to com- 
pel its complete cessation. On the other hand we have the 
hard-hearted, unsympathetic people, who are still controlled by 
the old, inhumane idea that the law-breaker, or even the paroled 
or discharged prisoner, only deserves to be nnraercifolly driven 
about and made an outcast from society, with ita never-failing 
result of crime repeated over and over again. Between these 
two unwise extremes lies the only safe road to final good for 
the criminal and the community. Fortunately the work of the 
Association is directed along that road. With an abundance 
of sympathy and love for deserving humanity; devoid of sense- 
leas sentimentalism ; fully realizing that the discharged or pa- 
roled convict should have another chance to become a man 
among men, our offlcials carry forward the important work. 

So much for the past. What of the future? A continu- 
ance of the work constantly; and, in addition, there must be an 
ever-increasing efBciency — a never-ceasing effort to do better. 
Colorado stands well in the rapid march of real progress in 
penology, and the sane and practical handling of the criminal, 
in and out of prison. The working of convicts on the public 
roads haa attracted the attention of the world, and fully dem- 
onstrated that it is feasible and highly beneficial to bo handle 
the men. It would have been difficult some few years ago to 
believe that penitentiary convicts could be placed in camps, in 
the wild and rugged sectiona of our State; in the mountains, 
the most ideal situation for safe "get-aways," without a guard 
or gun in camp, and yet not have wholesale escapes. But peni- 
tentiary prisoners, upwards of 300 in number, have been bo 
handled during the past three or four years, under just such 
conditions, with the most gratifying results— a long step, in- 
deed, in the right direction. And this condition was brought 
about partly through the work and influence of this Associa- 
tion. However, to make such progress in these matters aa 
ought to be, additional assistance is essential, mainly in the 
way of new laws. The moat needful just now are: A law giv- 
ing the trial judge the right to parole first offenders; an amend- 
ment to the present law regarding the feeding of jail prisoners, 
doing away with the poasibility, if not the probability, of exor- 
bitant and unnecessary expenses to the counties, to say the 
least; a law providing for working jail prisoners on the high- 
ways, and for the work, allowing them some little compensa- 
tion to go toward the support of dependent ones. Measures to 
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cover these essential matters have been introdnced in the pres- 
ent leffislatare, and we earnestly hope for their enactment into 
law. 

Still in the future, but we trust not to» far, Colorado ahonid 
take the next important step and allow each penitentiary pris- 
oner BOmething for work done, bo that it can either go toward 
assisting those depending on him, or be accumulated to bis 
credit, in order that he may have at least a little with which to 
get out into the world of action and usefnlness again. When 
that condition prevails, very much, if not all, of this Associa- 
tioD'a work will be accomplished; and its charitable force can 
be directed in some other channel of service. 

It is most gratifying that we are privileged to live in this 
age when man has concern for, and is willing to work for his 
fellowman, regardless of his lot; when it is realized more fully 
than ever before that no one can hope to advance far unless 
all advance some; when the welfare of even the criminal con- 
cerns everyone, and so much is being done toward helping 
check crime and reform the criminal. 

The favors shown by the railroads, to the Association's rep- 
resentatives in the discharge of their duties, has been of far- 
reaching assistance, the appreciation of which is hereby ac- 
knowledged.

The manner and method of law enforcement determine 
whether the discharged or paroled prisoner will prove a useful 
citizen. Hence, wealth and influence should not be permitted 
to shield the offender, either in court or in prison. Keither 
should the criminul be regarded by ofilcers as their legitimate 
prey, to be plundered of his lawful property. No longer should 
the accused be tried before juries of professional hangers-on, 
"fixed" by ever-present "influences;" nor should the friends and 
relatives of the accused be the victims of criminal (?) lawyers 
who "split fees" with jail officials as a reward for securing such 
clients. And we should abolish the temptation set before the 
sheriff to keep his jail filled with boys and men whose greatest 
crime is that they are poor and friendless. 

The faithful enforcement of law is the first principle advo- 
cated by every prison association. But society's efforts to sup- 
press crime commonly employ methods more vicious than those 
of the offender. The vengeance wreaked in blind fury by the 
prisoner after bis release is the price we pay for such wicked 
folly. 

The following effort to tabulate the work of two years in 
this difficult enterprise can give little more than a hint of the 
work of the Prison Association. Kindness and tact, patient 
firmness tempered by love for men — these are absolute essen- 
tials for thoae who would help the discouraged ex-prisoner to 
"make good" in his endeavor to "become a man among men" — 
as these men commonly speak their hopes. 

The full story of the Colorado Prison Association's work, 
and the value of its labors, both to society and the man re- 
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centlj released, can never be knowa — except one read it day by 
day as the pages are written in the characters of words and 
deeds «n the hearts and lives of those who seek its ministra- 
tions.

Applications in 19t0 were 568; fifty of these were sent to 
the Charity Organization Society, and one to the county com- 
missioners. 

In a number of cases, persons were sent to physicians; ten 
were sent to hospitals, and one was given an artificial limb. 
Lawyers were secured for two. Seven were sent to institu- 
tions, and four were sent home. 

Ten were helped with courses of study. Nine of these in 
the Penitentiary, with practical courses of study in the Interna- 
tional Correspondence School, and one to a course of automo- 
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biling in the Y, M. C. A. School. These courses of study are 
being paid b; friends, who contribnte the money for this special 
purpose.

Case 1096: A. G. F. A parole from tbe Penitentiary. He. 
came from one of tlie road camps. He had a wife and three 
cbildren, one of them a hopeleBS cripple. During one of our 
interviews at the prison he asked us to help his wife and chil- 
dren. They had their own little home, but were in debt for it. 
When we called we found that the wife was only earning |4.00 
per week to keep her and the little ones. We helped place the 
crippled boy in the hospital and the other two children were 
placed in orphanages. The mother found work at $20.00 per 
month and board. She was then able to keep up the payments 
on her little home and for the care of her children until the re- 
lease of her husband. On his release the Association helped 
him to secure work and provided him with groceries, coal and 
street car fare until he could receive his pay. And the follow- 
ing letter received expressed his thanks: 

"March 11, 1910. 
"My Dear Mrs. Coltett— I must thank you very much from 
the bottom of my heart for what you have done for me. I got the 
coal to-day, but I was not at home, and the groceries came this 
evening about 7 o'clock. I hope to God that tbe day has come 
when 1 can prove myself worthy of your helping hand. 
"Yours respectfully, 

"A. G. F." 

Case 1298: S. H. A parole from the Penitentiary. He is 
an old man, and he secured work, but was injured, and blood 
poisoning set in; be bad to be sent to the hospital. Much of the 
time he has been in the hospital; but when able he has worked 
at anything he could do. He has managed to earn his board 
and room, assisting his daughter in completing her high school 
course, and has helped her to go to college. 

Case 1540: C. R. Sent to the Association by Judge C. J. 
Gavin, The lad claimed he was 17 years old. Work was se- 
cured for him and a letter sent to his parents. On hearing 
from his home, we found that he was only 14 years old, and was 
in the first year of the high school. He ran away from a good 
home rather than attend achool. The mother was very grate- 
ful for tbe information of her son's whereabouts; and an older 
brother came and took bim home, and he was again placed in 
school. 

Case 1570: H. R. Another case from Judge Gavin's court. 
This young man was from a christian home, a junior in college, 
but during vacation associated with bad companions, and was 
arrested for larceny. The judge felt it was a shame to send 
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him to prison, and turned him over to our Association, with in- 
structions that he must leave the State and go to work. Our An- 
sistant Secretary, Mr. Wood, took him to his mother, and the 
young man confessed his crime, and that night he left for a 
neighboring state, from whence he gave satisfactory reports. 

Case 1550: F. A. S. From a California prison, tubercular, 
both limbs artificial. He was helped to a few meals and lodg- 
ing. Soon started in business for himself. Bent for his wife. 
Asked for no further assistance, and repaid the Association for 
the assistance rendered. 

Case 994: H. M. A parole from the Reformatory. Has a 
wife and one child. He was assisted to a position, also given 
tools, and in a short time provided for biii family. 

Case 1422: J. R. H. A case of husband and wife being 
helped. He was from an Eastern prison, tubercular, and came 
West, hoping that he might be benefited. He was assisted to 
meals, lodging, medical care and employment. Soon was unable 
to work. His wife came from the East, worked as a waitress, 
and cared for her husband when not at work. They were as- 
sisted in various ways; and when the physician ordered them 
to California, the money for their berth was loaned them. In a 
short time he passed away, and she wrote a letter of gratitude, 
thanking the Association for what they had done for them. 

Case 1B14 : G. H, Q. A parole from the Penitentiary. De- 
serted his wife and child in the East, came West, and landed in 
the Colorado Penitentiary, On his release came to the office 
of the Prison Association, and a very lucrative position was se- 
cured, which he retained until the work closed d«wn. Em- 
ployer gave him a good letter of recommendation and shortly 
after he secured a better position. He wrote: 

"Dear Mr. Wood — I suppose Mrs. Collett will have told you 
the good news to me before this time, before you get this let- 
ter. I waa so surprised when Mr. gave me the letter 

and told me to go down here and go to work, after he knew all 
about everything, I hadn't really got all over it when I left 
Denver, it was so different from what I expected; but as I was 
on the car on the way, the thought came to me. If God be for 
US, who can be against as?' " 

This young man is still working for the same firm. He sent 
for his wife and child and they are n»w with him. 

Case 1633: W. H. L. A business man from the East. 
Came West and was away from his family for several years. 
Overdrew his bank account and was in jail for some time. After 
the checks were repaid he was released. His wife secured a 
divorce while he was in jail. After his release came remorse; 
and his mind was in such a condition that he desired to he ad- 
judged insane. He was taken to physicians. He was in no 
condition for work. Was cared for until such time as be could 
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secure work. He advanced from a humble position to a bet- 
ter one, and at laet accounts was supporting himself creditably. 

Case 1592: A, T. A young girl, accused of crime, but for 
lack of evidence turned over to the Prison Association. Was 
very bitter at first. She was taken to an institution and left 
there for several weeks, until she had proven that she was sin- 
cere in her efforts to do right, and she was then placed in a 
good country home, as she desired to be away from the tempta- 
tions of the city. 

Case 1681: Paroled by Judge H. L. Shattuck, of the Dis- 
trict Court, Came to the oflBce of the Prison Association for 
assistance. He had been raised in a home of luxury, and was 
not very strong; is tubercular. His family refuses him assist- 
ance. He has had no regular employment, but willing to do 
any kind of work. He has reported to the judge, and has paid 
back part of the money wrongfully taken. He is at the present 
time caring for himself by canvassing. He has only taken as- 
sistance from the Association when absolutely necessary. 

Case 1736: 6. F. A young boy from an Eastern city. A 
prisoner at the county jail, under federal authorities. Served 
for some time, and then was released to the Prison Association, 
to be returned to his parents. The money for his ticket was fur- 
nished by his father. He was returned home for Christmas, a 
wiser and happier boy. fully determined to go to work and do 
right in the future.

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WHAT OUR WARDENS SAY OP THE COLOEADO 
PRISON ASSOCIATION. 

October 25, 1909. 
Hon. H. V. JohnHOD, President Colorado Prison Association, 

Denver, Colorado. 

My Dear Sir — Thinking that perhaps my views in regard 
t» the work of yonr Association might be of interest to both 
yourself and others, I take the pleasurable liberty of stating 
that since I became the warden of this institution the most valu- 
able asBistance received in regard to work, both within the pris- 
on walls and without them, and more especially with regard to 
the beneflts accruing to prisoners being released on parole, has 
been from your Association, and naturally I feel very kindly 
disposed towards it. 

I find that in nearly every instance where prisoners have 
been induced to allow Mr. Collett to interest himself for them, 
or where they have gone to him after leaving the prison, that 
they rarely, if ever, return to the prison. And I find, on the 
other hand, that where they do not avail themselves of this 
assistance, which your Association is always ready to give them 
— that is to say, where they go out and try to rough it witli the 
world — they almost invariably meet with some disaster, and 
a great many of them are returned to this prison. I believe this 
is largely because they have not the protection your Associa- 
tion gives. My parole officer, Mr. C. S. Snyder, informs me that 
the assistance rendered to him by your Association is invalu- 
able. Perswially, I would like to see your Association contain 
the names of all the good citizens of Colorado, for wherever we 
can interest good citizens and bring them to understand the 
exact condition of the men leaving the penitentiary, and all the 
difficulties they are "up against," we can save a larger per- 
centage of them to society than we are now doing. This is a 
class of work I do not believe the State can successfully do, 
for the reason that paid assistants do not usually take the in- 
terest in this work that do those who enter it purely for the 
love of humanity. I fully believe that were a canvass made of 
the entire State, and the better class of every community in- 
duced to join your Association, that such effort would materially 
lessen crime by a diffusion of interest in those susceptible to it, 
and that it would also materially decrease the population of 
this institution, I believe that every good citizen in the State 
should know of your work, and that they should lend their 
assistance to it.
